PARIS, Aug. 19.—Standing in the 
door of the chateau which the former 
kaiser and the German general staf 
occupied early in the war and which 
was the crown prince’s headquarters 
in the closing years of the conflict, 
Premier Poincare today defied the Brit- 
eh, asserting that France will stand 
pat on her policy towards the Ruhr. 

The French premier told his hearers 
that with the entire country standing 
behind him and the outside world 
gradually coming to see the justice of

his method of forcing Germany to pay 
by holding the heart of Westphalia. 

Premier Poincare referred frequent- 
ly to the British and German accusa- 
tion that he was another “man on 
horseback,” and pointed out the dif- 
ference between Napoleon Bonaparte's 
imperialistic and militaristic ideas and 
methods and “the defensive policy of 
France today in obtaining its rights.

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U. S. CUSTOMER 
DESPITE CHAOS 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 19.—{Spe- 
cial.]J—aIn spite of a 4 per cent decrease 
in our exports to Europe in the first 
six months of 1923, compared with the 
same period of 1922, Europe remains 
the biggest customer, says Alan G. 
Goldsmith, chief of the western Buro- 
pean division of the department of 
commerce, in the current issue of com- 
merce reports. 

“In the six months of this year our 
exports to Europe were 50 per cent 
of our total export trade, compared 
with 55 per cent in the first half of last 
year,” says the report. “ A 40 per cent 
increase in our imports from Europe 
is accounted for largely by increased 
purchases of raw materials such as 
wool, tin, and pig tron and reflects 
the improved business conditions in 
this country rather than competitive 
production on the pert of Europe. 

“Total exports of the United States 
to all Europe during the first half of 
1923 amounted to $950,000,000, and im- 


rope to $613)000,000. Our balance of 
trade with the rest of the world dur- 
ing the first six months of 1923 was 
unfavorable to the extent of $478,¢00.- 
000; thus the favorable balance with 
Europe amounting to 3337,00, 000 re- 
duced our unfavorable world trade bal- 
ance to $141,000,000 for the first half
